According to school of­ 
ficials the box of sealed 
ballots were found Monday 
afternoon in a storeroom at 
Bowman Junior High School 
by principal Tom Moore. I* 
was later determined that a 
custodian had discovered the 
box that 
morning in the 
school cafeteria and placed 
it in the storeroom. 
The ballots went unnoticed 
in the cafeteria for more 
than a week, school officials 
explained, because of the 
school 
being closed 
for 
Easter holidays. 
The ballots were opened 
and counted late Monday

actual change occurred in 
election results, the absentee 
votes served to place J. 
David Black, a candidate for 
Place I 
against apparent 
w inner Dennis Robinson, 
within one vote of forcing the 
race into a-runoff. 


As of the close of election 
day, April 6, Robinson led a 
list of five candidates—three 
being 
w rite-ins--with 
a 
majority county of 873 votes. 
Black" had a total of 764 
votes, while Larry Jackson 
totaled 73, John Strawn had 
two, and I^arry Smith polled 
one. The combined totals of 
Black, Jackson, Strawn and 
Smith was 840, a total of 33 
votes less than Robinson’s 
vote total. 
However, when counting 
was completed on the ab­ 
sentee 
ballots 
Monday, 
Black had picked up 75 votes. 
while Robinson garnered 43, 
giving Robinson but a one- 
vote majority edge. Two of 
the absentee ballots con­ 
tained no vote in the Place I 
race. 
At Star-Courier press time, 
Black 
had 
not 
decided 
whether or not to call for a 
recount, which, according to 
Nathan White Jr., attorney 
for the school board, can 
only come, through a district 
court order. 
Complicating the matter is 


the fact that the election was 
canvassed and certified last 
Tuesday night by a special 
c a n v a s s in g 
c o m m itt e e 
consisting of school board 
m embers Ken Lambert, Bob 
Patton and Mrs. Mary Beth 
Applewhite. On the basis of 
that certification, Robinson 
was sworn in as a Ixiard 
member.

Postmaster Billie Creed 
has

political 
campaign workers that use 
of a mailbox without the

“ Now that the political 
season is approaching, the 
city and rural carriers in 
Plano have been bringing in 
an unusual amount of cir­ 
culars and handbills that are 
found 
in 
mailboxes,”

said. “Some of the people or 
firms responsible have been 
notified that the use of a 
mailbox 
w ithout 
the 
p aym ent 
of 
postage 
is 
unlawful.” 
Postal 
regulations state 
that 
“whoever 
knowingly 
and willfully deposits any 
mailable m atter such as 
sta te m e n ts 
of 
account, 
circulars, sale bills or other 
like matter, on which no 
postage has been paid, in 
any letterbox established, 
approved or accepted by the 
Postmaster General for the 
receipt or delivery of mail 


matter on any route with 
intent to avoid payment of 
lawful postage thereon, shall 
for each such offense be 
fined not more that $300. 


“ Matter found in private 
mail boxes provided for the 
receipt of mail m atter shall 
be treated as subject 
to 
postage. If the person or 
firm 
responsible 
for

properly depositing matter 
in 
mail 
recep tacles, 
is 
known and is within the 
delivery area of the post 
office, the local postmaster 
shall make demand for the 
total postage chargeable on 
all pieces.
